Lundell’s Views on 
WASTE DISPOSAL 


Longmeadow Selectman Clifford 
M. Zundell, candidate for Hampden 
County Commissioner, said today the 
need exists for “‘a vastly stepped up 
regional approach to the garbage and 
waste disposal problem that is faced 
by most of the county com- 
munities,” 

Mr, Zundell said: 

“The officials of almost every 
community in Hampden County are 
becoming increasingly concerned 
about the future of rubbish disposal. 
For some, the problem will come 
very soon; for others, a decision is a 
few years away. 

“But the fact remains that the 
supply landfill sites or dumping 
grounds is not going to last- much 
longer. 

“T believe that an active and imag- 
inative county commission could be 
instrumental in bringing the cities 
and, towns together for in-depth dis- 
cussion of this mutual problem. 

“Tt is going to be a difficult 
problem to selve, because each of the 
county communities is under- 
Standably reluctant to have another 
community's rubbish deposited 
within its boundaries, 

“But it is not a problem is going 
to be solved individually, because 
except for the larger cities, the com- 
munities of Hampden County just do 
not have the financial resources re- 
quired for the construction and 
operation of an incinerator, or other 
massive waste disposal equipment. 

“The Lower Pioneer Valley Re- 
gional Planning Commission has co- 
nducted fruitful discussion about 
waste disposal, and I feel that county 
government should become an added 
force and stimulus to get some action 
going on this major problem right 
now.”
